2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance; present 
application discloses a spread spectrum system determining variance of a received 
signal. Prior art teaches all subject matter claimed, however, prior art does not 
explicitly teach calculating variance estimate by integrating despread sample signal 
over a spreading code length of said received spread spectrum signal; integrating a 
signal corresponding to a power of said despread sample signal over said plurality of 
spreading code lengths; and subtracting a signal obtained by squaring an output 
signal of the result of the integrating step of said despread sample signal from an 
output signal of the result of the integrating step of the signal corresponding to the 
power of said despread signal, wherein one skilled in the art would recognize that 
pirior art does not teach apparatus performing equivalent function of the method 
steps above, and further does not explicitly teach wherein the expectation value is 
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obtained as recited in the claim of c/m, and the equation recited to determine the 
interference estimate. And further, prior art does not explicitly teach averaging the 
output of the subtracting means over the predetennined symbols of the received 
signal.
